Tuls is a Perennial, native of our ditches; where it lives in ſhallow water, or 
on the very wet muddy banks: it grows to two feet and a half high, and flowers in 
July. The Stalk is of a duſky green, tinged with a dull brown : the Leaves are of a 
perfectly fine ſtrong graſs green: the Flowers are of a greeniſh white: and the Fruit 
is brown.

Character of the Species. ; Sparganium Natans. 
The Leaves are flat ; and their upper parts lie ſpread, floating on the water.

THis is a Perennial, native of our watery places, but leſs frequent than the pre- 
ceding, and is a much ſmaller Plant; it rarely exceeds ten inches in heighth, and of- 
ten is much ſhorter; it flowers in Auguſt: it grows always in water, and loves beſt the 
coldeſt: the Leaves float on its ſurface, and the Stalk riſes upright amidſt them. The 
Stalk is of a blueiſh green, tinged with a duſky brown: the Leaves are of a grey 
green: the Flowers are whitiſh : and the Fruit is deep brown. 

In the preceding Species the Stalk is ſometimes ſimple, and ſometimes branched ; 
but in this it is always ſimple. 

Tur Plant has its virtues ; and is of ſome uſe as an aſtringent. The ripe Seeds are 
beſt for this purpoſe: and not being of too great power, may be given where we 
ſhould dread ſome other medicines of the like quality. 

THis is the only Genus of the preſent Claſs ; and he who ſhould chuſe to call that 
a Cup, which I underſtand to be a Flower, has my conſent : 'tis which we pleaſe, or 
perhaps both, firmly united into one body. The Xyris has been accounted of this 
Claſs ; but its ſcabbarded Cup denies the propriety of that arrangement. 


Whether there be in Nature any incompleat Flowers of two Petals, is not certainly known. The 
Coriſpermum and Callitriche have little tubercles in the place of a Cup. Theſe have therefore been deſcribed 


in this work already, among the Plants with compleat two-petaled Flowers,

It riſes 
to two feet and a half high : its upper Leaves lie flat upon the top of the water, and 
are bright and gloſſy. The Stalk is of a pale green ; the Films on it are brown : the 
Leaves are of a browniſh green: and the Flowers are alſo of a duſky browniſh green, 
tinged with red: they blow in July. 


j. PERFOLIATE TON DE.

Character of the Species. Potamogeton Perfoliatum. 
The Leaves are hearted, oblong, and embrace the Stalk at their baſe.

THis is a Perennial, native of our clay pits when they are filled with water; and 
found alſo in ſome ſlow muddy rivers : it grows to two feet long, and flowers in June. 
The Stalk is of a duſky green, weak, and bending with the motion of the water : 
the Leaves are of a very freſh fair green: the Flowers are of a greeniſh white : they 
grow in their looſe ſpikes.

THis is a Perennial, native of the clear rivers of Spain, France, and Italy; a Plant 
of ten inches in heighth, and flowers in June. The Stalk is weak, and of a browniſh 
green: the Leaves are of a deep and duſky green, but always gloſſy: the Flowers are 
greeniſh white : the Plant grows taller, and its Flowerſtalks lengthen in running 
waters : in ſtill ponds it is often not fix inches long, and forked various ways; and the 
Flowerſtalks are ſhort in proportion. Two Plants have been made out of the two ap- 
pearances of this Species: but the excellent Linnæus has taught the world to fee va- 
rieties of accident as they are; and not to confound the Science with imaginary Species,

The Stalk is of a gloſly brown, and 
remarkable for being flat: the Leaves are altogether like thoſe of graſs, only not ſo 
ſharp at the point : the Flowers are of a duſky grey : and the Seeds are brown.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the ditches and ſhallow ponds of Italy and France, 
and common alſo in Germany and Swiſſerland; a weak and branching Plant, that grows 
to a foot and half in length, and flowers in June. The Stalks are tender, and of a 
ruddy brown : the Leaves are of a bright and ſhining green : the Flowers are of a pale 
blueiſh brown. Altho' the Leaves of this Plant naturally grow in pairs, they are not 
conſtant in it: ſome will ſtand ſingly on the fame Stalk where moſt are oppo- 
fite. But this is not all the variation the Plant admits : like other inhabitants of the 
waters it is longer or ſhorter, more or leſs branched, and greener or browner, as the pond 
is deeper or ſhallower, muddy or clear. And its Leaves vary alfo in breadth and colour 
from the ſame cauſe : in ſome places they reſemble thoſe of the narrow Perſicaria ; in 


others, Graſs. 


10 GRASSY PONDWEED.

Potamogeton Gramineum, 


Character of the Species. 

The Leaves are nearly linear and obtuſe; they ſtand alternately: the

THis is a Perennial, native of our ditches, and ſhallow waters, principally within 

reach of tides: it grows to ten inches long, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is 
brown : the Leaves are of a dead browniſh green: the Flowers are of a dulky white.

Character of the Species. Potamogeton Marinum. 


The Leaves are linear; they ſtand alternately ; and they incloſe the Stalk 

at their baſe.

TH1s is a Perennial water Plant of our own country, but not found except near the 

fea, or mouths of great rivers; a weak, ſtraggling, buſhy Herb, of ſix or eight inches 

long, flowering in Auguſt. The Stalks are grey : the Leaves are of a good green, but 
with a greyiſh tinge : the Flowers are brown. 


12 FETTY FONDW-EED.

Character of the Species. Potamogeton Puſillum. 


The Leaves ſtand irregularly, ſome in pairs, ſome diſtinctly; they are 
narrow, and very ſharp pointed, and have no Footſtalks. pig. 4. as 4+. 
Tris is a ſmall Annual water Plant: it covers the mud of our ſhallow ponds on 
heaths and open places, and flowers in July; it rarely exceeds five inches in heighth : 
the Stalk is brown: the Leaves are of a deep graſſy green: the Flowers are cheſnut- 


coloured. 

Tux virtues of theſe Herbs are utterly overlooked in modern practice; but without 
cauſe : there is both the authority of the oldeſt, and the experience of the lateſt times, 
to countenance their uſe. Dioſcorides and Galen celebrate them as cooling and 
aſtringent ; and 'tis the common practice of Lincolnſhire, to my knowledge, to give them 
with ſafety and advantage in thoſe epidemic Diarrh&as which they call the Lal:

Tae Thalictrums vary greatly from their character: we have ſeen three already that 
difter in the arbitrary marks of ſyſtem : this varies in a higher ſtyle; its habit dit- 
fers greatly: yet, like all the others, there can be no doubt but ſtill it is a Thalictrum.

Flowers are of a freſh green: the Flowers are pale; they are of a mixture of green 
and white. We have this very frequent in our gardens ; and from thence ſometimes 
wild upon our dunghills : but it is not native here. 

Tun Leaves of Hellebore, powdered, have been uſed to be given to children for the 
cure of worms : but it is very eſſential to know that the preceding Plant is the right 
Species for this ſervice. The preſent has been fatal. 


6 THREE-LEAV D HELLESBO-RE.

the Flowers are white, with a ſlight bluſh of red. 

Maxy Siberian Plants differ, we ſcarce know how, from thoſe of England : nor is 
it abſolutely ſure they do ſpecifically differ. I have my ſuſpicions of this Plant ; and 
have put them to the trial. I have cultivated ſome of it at Bayſwater, with all the fa- 
vourable circumſtances ; and do expect to ſee it grow into the true Black Hellebore.

The Stalks are brown : the Leaves are of a deep green, 
with a tinge of greyiſh : the Flowers are white ; ſometimes ſtained with blue. 

THERE is a great variety in the growth of this Plant. Sometimes one Joint of the 
Stalk makes the whole: in which caſe it is ſcarce three inches high; and in 
this poor ſtate, one Flower is more common than many. The Plant here figured I 
received from Sig* Tachelli, at Leghorn, where it crept along wet ſtones ; in this man- 
ner running out into length and loaded, and with many Flowers. 

Tur old Greeks had a Plant of the ſame name; but we are not to ſuppoſe this, or any 
of this kind, were it: their ioonugoy was the Dogs-Graſs: its Seeds reſembled Wheat, 
and thence it had its name; but here is no ſuch likeneſs. Theſe little Plants reſemble 
Columbine, Meadow Rue, and Fumatory in their Leaves ; and all of them ſtrangely 
and wonderfully reſemble Hellebore in the glands of their Flower. Tis in ſuch in- 
ſtances that Nature points the way to her real arrangements : and he that ſhall go with 
me in the ſucceeding ſearch after her real footſteps, in the diſcloſure of a natural me- 
thod, will preſs forward with an earneſt and aſtoniſhed eagerneſs from this peculiar 


point.

CULTURE plays ſtrangely as well as elegantly with this Plant; the Leafits grow 
like threads ; the Flower grows larger, becomes double, and takes all the degrees of 
blue, down to abſolute grey. This figure gives its exact natural ſtate, as growing in 
a vineyard on the eſtate of the Marquis du Enſenada.

The Stalk is of a dull, heavy 
green : the Leaves are of a freſh and fair green, covered with pale hairs: the Flowers 
are white. 

Tr1s Plant is in great eſtimation among the modern Grecian Ladies, for the Seeds: 
which, ground into powder, become finer than Wheat Flour; and the colour is an elegant 
grey. When Nature begins to ſprinkle that tinge among their fine dark hair, they 
wear this powder to diſguiſe it : giving up the beauty to hide the advancing ſteps 
of time. 

Tur French uſe the Seeds of the next Species, or Field Gith : but tho' there is a 
greyneſs in the flour of theſe, 'tis infinitely inferior; yet even in that light nation, 
this is kept among a few as a ſecret. 

IN England, (for time will ſpread its filver ſhade over all countries) the ladies, who 
wiſh to diſguiſe the firſt approaches of the want of youth, wear a grey powder ; but 
our ſlovenly hair-drefſers make it of Ivory Black, and White Powder: nay, ſome of 
Soot and Flour: for the mean will not look grey; tho' a ſmaller price muſt afford a 
poorer kind of diſguiſe. Tis common, in a warm theatre, to ſee this abominable orna- 
ment running in black ſtreaks down a varniſhed face, moſt hideouſly : but 'tis not ne- 
ceſſary; the right Plant grows as freely as a fallad herb with us; and any one who 
would raiſe it, would make a little fortune.

He gives a peculiar praiſe 
to this Herb bruiſed, and laid on the forchead, as a cure for the head-ach. What 
complaint is there more frequent, or more grievous ? What is there we know that re- 
lieves it? Is it not ſtrange, we do not try what ſtands ſo well recommended!

In its wild ſtate it is a v 
beautiful and noble Plant : it grows to two feet high, and flowers in the latter end of 
June. The Stalk is firm, and tinged deeply with a glowing red; it riſes fingle, and 
without Branches, to the top ; but there, in its wild ſtate, does not terminate in a long 
ſpike, as our garden Plants always do here ; but breaks into ſome breadth, and ſpreads 
to flatneſs with great beauty. The Figure here is from ſuch a Plant, in a vineyard of the 
Marquis de Enſenada; and gives the ſtate of wild nature. The Leaves are of a faint 
but not unpleaſing green: the Flowers are red, ſometimes white, and ſometimes blue.

Tuts is an Annual, native of Africa; a very beautiful as well as fingular Plant: it 
grows to two feet high, ere, and regularly branched, and flowers in July. The 
Stalk is of a duſky brown, tinged with red : the Leaves are of a light and ſomewhat 
greyiſh green ; but 'tis a very pleaſing colour : the Flowers are of a fine ſtrong crim- 
ſon: they are often found alſo blue, or grey, or white, as our garden Lark's Spurs; 
but this high crimſon is their genuine natural colour. It differs very conſiderably from 
all the other Species ; and not the leaſt, when carefully examined from thoſe it ſeems 
to reſemble moſt : but Nature plays in this Plant, even with the Generic Character. 
The Flower has always one Petal more than belongs to Lark's Spurs, 


5. STRANGE LARK'S SPUR.

CharaQer of the Species, Delphinium Peregrinum. 
The Leaves are divided into many broad, obtuſe ſegments : the Flower 
has nine Petals, beſide the gland. Fig 64 


TH1s is an Annual, native of Paleſtine, and other parts of the Eaſt; a very beau- 
tiful Plant, that riſes in their cultivated grounds, and flowers with great profuſion in 
July. The Stalk is of a duſky green, a little tinged with brown : the Leaves are of 
a deep unpleaſant green: the Flowers are of the mot celeſtial blue. 


THe redundance of Nature in the preceding Species, where a Petal extraordinary 
was allowed the Flower, has ſeemed to many ſtrange ; but here no leſs than four are 
added. I have been at great pains to enquire, whether theſe have not appeared on 
Plants from grounds fo well cultivated, that we might reaſonably underſtand them as 
an approach to doubleneſs ; but I am perfectly informed, that be the accidents of ſitua- 
tion what they will, the Flower has always its due number of Petals extraordinary. 
When it grows in barren ſpots, or among ſtones, almoſt without mould, it riſes but 
to half its heighth; but in theſe diſadvantageous circumſtances, the Flowers, tho 
ſmall, have all this extraordinary number of Petals.

The Stalk is firm, of a 
deep green, ſtained toward the lower part with brown : the Leaves are of a very deli- 
cate, ſtrong green: the Flowers are beautifully mixed of blue and purple.

The Stalk is of a duſky 
green, tinged with a faint brown : the Leaves are of a faint green : the Flowers are of 
a fine blue. They vary in the degrees of colour according to the ſoil and expoſure : in the 
Greek Iſlands they are very pale, as are alſo the Leaves: in Italy they are of a celeſtial 
blue; and the Leaves are yellowiſh : in Germany the Flowers are of a dead blue ; and 
the Leaves of a good green. What is ſingular, is, that they keep theſe marks of their 


native country in our gardens; varying accarding to the place whence the Seeds were 
originally brought. 


A poor man near Goodwood, in Suſſex, who uſed to attend on ſome occaſions at the 
late Duke of Richmond's, diſguſted even the ſervants, by an unfortunate ſoreneſs of 
the under eyelid; from whence fo ſharp a humour ran down, that it inflamed and flea'd 
the cheek : he was unexpectedly well, after many years ſuffering ; and on my enquiring 
by what means, it was by an eye-water, made from a ſtrong infuGon of the Flowers of 
Lark's Spur from the garden ; the common double roſe-coloured kind ; mixed with a 
very little brandy ; a Poonful only to a pint of the infuſion. This, I think, ought to 
be known. The preſent practice has no knowledge of the Plant: but there has been 


ſuch a tradition; and, I believe, this Plant was meant by it; altho' its Leaves do not 
reſemble Dolphins,

6. VARIEGATED MONKSHOOD.

The Leaves are cut into a multitude of ſegments, lightly divided; and 
broadeſt at the top.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the mountainous foreſts of Bohemia; and found 
alſo in Spain and Italy : it grows to a foot and half high, and flowers in July. The 
Stalk is of a grey green, tinged with brown : the Leaves are of a faint but not un- 
pleaſing green : the Flowers are blue, 

THERE is ſcarce in Botany an older name than Aconite : but tis not certain in 
what Plant we know at this time, under that title, or if in any of them, we are to 
look for the powers and qualities recorded by theſe writers: Nicander ſeems to be about 
as accurate in this reſpect, as the preſent Swiſs are about their Wound Herbs; when, 
to make their famous Arquebuſade water, they go out upon the mountains ; and cut 
down what comes firſt to hand. This venerable antient ſeems to have meant no more 
by Aconite, than a Plant which grew in a particular place : yet he, as well as all the 
reſt, ſpeaks of it as a poiſon; and, particularly, as fatal to beaſts. They gave this power 
to the Root, not to any other part of the Plant : but we know at leaſt one kind of it, 
the very effluvia of whoſe Leaves and Flowers have produced grievous effects on thoſe 
who chanced to fleep near them.

Tuts is a Perennial, native of Italy and Germany; a very handſome Plant, of 
two feet and a half high, flowering in July. The Stalk is tinged with brown : the 
Leaves are of a ſtrong but ſomewhat blueiſh green : the Flowers are roſe-coloured. 
We ſee them alſo in our gardens, blue, white, and ſtriped ; as alſo doubled, and va- 
riouſly altered in their form by culture ; roſe-like, ſtarry, and complex, of multitudi- 
nous parts. All this reſult from culture; and the gardener, who will fave Seeds care- 
fully from the moſt varying kinds, will produce infinite new varieties, 


3. SIBERIAN COLUMBINE.

Tuts is a Perennial, native of Siberia; one of thoſe Plants, which differ from our 
own fo nicely, that tho' we ſee they are diſtin, 'tis a hard taſk to ſay in what: this 
grows to little more than a foot high, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is crimſon : 

the Leaves are of a yellowiſh green : the Flowers are blue variegated with white.

The Stalk is pale, and more or leſs tinged with brown, or 
purple: the Leaves are of a yellowiſh green, and cut into much narrower ſegments 


than in the other Columbines : the Flowers are very large, and blue: ſometimes they 
are crimſon, ſometimes white. 


5, CANADA COLUMBINE.

The glands are ſtrait : and the Filaments are longer than the Petals.

TH1s is a Perennial, native of Canada, and other parts of North America; a very 
elegant Plant, of two feet high, flowcring much earlier than the others, and laſting long 
in beauty. The Stalk is of a deep green, tinged with a duſky brown : the Leaves are 


of a fine gloſly green: the Flowers are pale red, a delicate and pleaſing colour ; with 
always ſome yellow, and often white on the inſide. 


MULTIPLE COL-UMBIN-E. 


In the Royal Garden at Kew, ſome years ſince, there roſe from Seeds well col- 
lected, and with the afliſtance of good culture, that variety of the Columbine, which is 
doubled by a vaſt multiplicity of parts, diſtorted and crowded one upon another. The 
Plant was lower than the common kind in its natural ſtate; and the Leaves were 
mutilated, complex, and broader: Nature had beſtowed all her bounty on the Flowers: 
it is repreſented in this Plate: it was a mere. but pleaſing variety. 


Tux Seeds of Common Columbine are greatly recommended in the ſmall-pox and 
meaſles. S. Paulli, moſt ſolemnly relates, that he has reſcued many children from the 
gates of death, when in the worſt ſtages of theſe diſeaſes, by this ſingle means. 


Many other things have been ſaid of its virtues ; perhaps idly ; but this, I think, 
from the character of the author, and his manner of relating it from his own experience, 
may be relied upon,

THERE is ſomething wonderful in the fructification of the Orchis : and he who 
will, as I have done, fit down by the ſide of a ſtrong Plant, in full Flower, at 
early morning, in June, will ſee the organs approaching as it were to Animal, inſtead of 
Vegetable Nature ; and wounding them, will perceive ſomething, at leaſt, very like 
Animal Senſation. 

Tur male organs in the Flower are two; they grow upon the Style, or female 
organ, as in ſome Animals of the cruſtaceous kind: they are encloſed each in its 
Scabbard, or looſe Sheath, like the male parts of many Animals; and have a valve 
before them, that ſhields them from the air. At early morning, when the dew but 
begins to go off, the valve turns back; we ſee the male organ taiſed on a little Foot- 
ſtalk ; its figure is convoluted, as the teſticles of Animals are within ; and it is co- 
vered with Farina. This drops off flowly, and by a little at a time; it falls between 
the baſes of the two Sheaths ; where there are two thick lips, which open only when 
touched by this falling Farina; and diſcloſe a tube : into which it is received, and 
which conveys it ſtrait to the ovary, or receptacle of Seeds. 

Now is it poſſible to ſee this; and not to remember the excellent Haller's explanation 
of that moſt abſtruſe of all ſubjects, Animal Generation ? Wherein do they differ? In what 
that is eſſential to the effect ? 

FARTHER, this tube will contract, if toached with the point of a fine needle ; 
and the very organ, which is loaded with Farina, will ſhrink, if ever fo lightly wonnd- 
ed, in the ſame manner. 

Tur Generic Character here eſtabliſhed of the Orchis, anſwers its purpoſe in this 
place; where only an artificial method is intended: but when we advance into the ar- 
rangement of Nature, this fructification will come in force for ſhewing us its place in 
that juſt Series. We ſhall find the Epidendrums riſing from the condition of other 
Plants to this peculiar character of the Orchis ; and that Plant, deſcending into the 
ſcale of common Vegetable Nature, thro' the Helleborines ; whoſe generative organs 
have much of this conſtruction, and are not wholly deſtitute of this degree of ani- 
mal-like ſenſation. 

Tur Farina of the Orchis, received into the tube, paſſes into the ovary; which is, at that 
time, filled with an infinite quantity of delicate, thin, concave, net- like membranes ; col- 
lected into three diſtinct heaps, and fixed only in the centre. Here tis the fructification of 
the Orchis becomes unlike that of all other Plants, fo far as we have known : and yet moſt 

probably 
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probably it will be found the very ſame in all, as ſoon as it ſhall be in thoſe, as well as in 
this, underſtood diſtinctly. The opportunities which have given the means of it here, 
are the advantage of that vaſt and excellently kept collection of Plants in the King's Garden 
at Kew; and the conſtruction of a lucernal Microſcope, in which an artificial light, thrown 
froma poliſhed concave of fourteen feet circumference, ſerves in the place of the ſun: this 
alone could diſtinctly ſhew ; what no garden elfe could have fo amply and perfectly 
afforded the means of viewing. 

Ix the year 1770, very favourable to the fructification of the Orchis's, a great many 
Plants, of various kinds of them, fructified leiſurely and perfectly, in the Royal Gar- 
den: to the courſe of the Farina, which I had obſerved, many years ſince, at Denham, 
the conſtruction of the Seeds, hitherto unknown, was added from thoſe Plants. 

Turkr is not, in all Vegetable Nature, any thing ſo delicate as thoſe hollowed and 
reticulated membranes, lodged in the ovary of the Orchis, for the reception of the 
globule of Farina: a ſmall magnifier ſhews them as ſo many open nets ; but greater 
power of glaſſes diſcovers a thin membrane, filling up all the meſhes : and the vaſt 
power of our firſt glaſſes, with the artificial fun, ſhew, that even this membrane is 
moſt beautifully overſpread with Veſſels ; and that its edges are a little thickened. 

Uro one of theſe, falls a globule of Farina; the concave form of the membrane 
throws this into its centre ; and then the edges riſe, and, by degrees, cloſe together; unit- 
ing in thoſe thicker parts: a thouſand of theſe motions may be ſeen at once on the 
half-poliſhed Plate, laid to receive the image from that microſcope. When any one is 
clos'd, the appearance ĩs very much that of a lemon, hung up in a net, by way of pre- 
ſerving it. 

Tursx nets, being afterwards ſcattered on the earth, produce new Plants; but are theſe 
Seeds ? Weare content to call them ſo. Slight enquiries make wrong names current, 
But really what is a Seed? A ſeparated organization from the female part of the Plant, 
enlivened by the Farina. A Seed thus formed and perfected, has its Corculum and Roſ- 
tellum; its Bud and Root; its Cotyledon, Hilus, Arillus, Coronula ; and all this appa- 
ratus in a regular, double, triple, or even quadruple covering. Now what we are 
uſed to call the Seeds of Orchis, are not ſuch ; they are a imple globule, whoſe true 
form is a ſpiral roll, cloſe laid together; conſiſting of nothing but a cylindric piece 
of Vegetable matter, wound like a Snake about itſelf ; and ready to grow from that end 
in the centre. This roll, thus palpable before the microſcope, I have not ſeen in any 
Plant before : and this, encloſed only in its net, is the whole that the Orchis affords for 
the growth of a new individual. 

Tur moſt perfect of the Moſſes have, what Linnzus has diſtinctly called, a mere 
Propago, or, if you pleaſe, the Corculum of the Seed, naked : the Orchis has this 
Corculum not naked, but covered only with this ſimple bag; and this is its conſtruction. 

Wuex the globule is fallen in, and the bag has cloſed upon it, all is ſo moiſt, and the 
moiſture ſo glutinous, the fame as is the juice of the Root; that if it remained long 
clos'd in a Seed-Veſſel, as other Seeds, all would decay and rot: we know how 
ſoon the principle of life is loſt in a Seed in many inſtances ; but here it would be 
moſt of all certain of deſtruction. In this emergency, Nature has given the Capſule 
a power of gradually opening a kind of windows, or paſſages, for the air to come in; 
and paſs through: theſe gape by almoſt imperceptible flits at firſt, which flowly open 
into more width ; till in the end the Capſule is that open body, repreſented in the 
Character. And thus the moiſt Seeds, if we are to call them Seeds, are very ſlowly 
and very gradually dried ; but even with all this providence of Nature, by far the 
greater part fail. A very few alone, out of the innumerable multitude from every 
Flower, dry, in a proper way for growth: the earth would elſe be over- run with Orchis's ; 

for perhaps there is no Plant, the Seeds of which are fo very numerous,

The opportunities which have given the means of it here, 
are the advantage of that vaſt and excellently kept collection of Plants in the King's Garden 
atKew; and the conſtruction of a lucernal Microſcope, in which an artificial light, thrown 
froma poliſhed concave of fourteen feet circumference, ſerves in the place of the ſun: this 
alone could diſtinctly ſhew ; what no garden elfe could have ſo amply and perfectly 
afforded the means of viewing. 

Ix the year 1770, very favourable to the fructification of the Orchis's, a great many 
Plants, of various kinds of them, fructified leiſurely and perfectly, in the Royal Gar- 
den: to the courſe of the Farina, which I had obſerved, many years ſince, at Denham, 
the conſtruction of the Seeds, hitherto unknown, was added from thoſe Plants. 

Turzr is not, in all Vegetable Nature, any thing fo delicate as thoſe hollowed and 
reticulated membranes, lodged in the ovary of the Orchis, for the reception of the 
globule of Farina : a ſmall magnifier ſhews them as ſo many open nets ; but greater 
power of glafſes diſcovers a thin membrane, filling up all the meſhes: and the vaſt 
power of our firſt glaſſes, with the artificial ſun, ſhew, that even this membrane is 
moſt beautifully overſpread with Veſſels ; and that its edges are a little thickened. 

Uro one of theſe, falls a globule of Farina; the concave form of the membrane 
throws this into its centre; and then the edges riſe, and, by degrees, cloſe together; unit- 
ing in thoſe thicker parts: a thouſand of theſe motions may be ſeen at once on the 
half-poliſhed Plate, laid to receive the image from that microſcope. When any one is 
clos'd, the appearance 1s very much that of a lemon, hung up in a net, by way of pre- 
ſerving it. 

THe sE nets, being afterwards ſcattered on the carth, produce new Plants; but are theſe 
Seeds? We are content to call them ſo. Slight enquiries make wrong names current, 
But really what is a Seed? A ſeparated organization from the female part of the Plant, 
enlivened by the Farina. A Seed thus formed and perfected, has its Corculum and Roſ- 
tellum ; its Bud and Root; its Cotyledon, Hilus, Arillus, Coronula ; and all this appa- 
ratus in a regular, double, triple, or even quadruple covering. Now what we are 
uſed to call the Seeds of Orchis, are not ſuch ; they are a fimple globule, whoſe true 
form is a ſpiral roll, cloſe laid together; conſiſting of nothing but a cylindric piece 
of Vegetable matter, wound like a Snake about itſelf ; and ready to grow from that end 
in the centre. This roll, thus palpable before the microſcope, I have not ſeen in any 
Plant before : and this, encloſed only in its net, is the whole that the Orchis affords for 
the growth of a new individual. ; 

Tur moſt perfect of the Moſſes have, what Linnæus has diſtinctly called, a mere 
Propago, or, if you pleaſe, the Corculum of the Seed, naked: the Orchis has this 
Corculum not naked, but covered only with this ſimple bag; and this is its conſtruction. 

Wur the globule is fallen in, and the bag has cloſed upon it, all is ſo moiſt, and the 
moiſture ſo glutinous, the ſame as is the juice of the Root; that if it remained long 
clos'd in a Seed-Veſſel, as other Seeds, all would decay and rot: we know how 
ſoon the principle of life is loſt in a Seed in many inſtances ; but here it would be 
moſt of all certain of deſtruction. In this emergency, Nature has given the Capſule 
a power of gradually opening a kind of windows, or paſſages, for the air to come in ; 
and paſs through: theſe gape by almoſt imperceptible flits at firſt, which ſlowly open 
into more width ; till in the end the Capſule is that open body, repreſented in the 
Character. And thus the moiſt Seeds, if we are to call them Seeds, are very ſlowly 
and very gradually dried ; but even with all this providence of Nature, by far the 
greater part fail. A very few alone, out of the innumerable multitude from every 
Flower, dry, in a proper way for growth: the earth would elſe be over-run with Orchis's ; 

for perhaps there is no Plant, the Seeds of which are ſo very numerous, 
2 Ir 
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IT will appear, in many inſtances, examined with a philoſophical accuracy, that 
what we call Seeds, are not bodies of the ſame nature with what we underſtand by that 
term in the Plants moſt frequently before our eyes. The Seeds of Puff balls, are 
ſmall Puff balls; the Seeds of Truffles, are ſmall Truffles; the Seeds of the Algas are 
pieces of their own ſubſtance, prepared for growth, but utterly unorganized : farther, 
the Seeds of the faireſt Moſſes are naked hearts of Seeds; thoſe of Fern, I do ſup- 
poſe, will approach moſt to theſe of Orchis's, when they are better known : and theſe 
are really no more than ſeparated parts of the parent Plant fitted to grow. In 
like manner as in the Orchis's, the Seeds of Fern are innumerable ; but not one in ten 
millions comes to grow : yet in all this proviſion, which ſeems to fail of its deſtined 
end, Nature is not waſteful : thoſe Seeds which do not grow to Vegetable perfection, 
feed innumerable Animalcules. It is not poſſible, in any other caſe, to ſee ſo many 
of theſe inferior animated beings, or ſo active, as in the wet and half-decayed Seeds, 


taken from the lower part of the yet unopen Capſule of an Orchis.

"Twas this the Theſſalian Ladies boiled in Goats-Milk, and ſwallowed largely, for 
thoſe purpoſes : and I remember very well, a lewd fellow, a Blackſmith's ſervant, 


at Denham, who had often come into diſgrace for injuring the young women of the 


town ; and when Sir Roger Hill, ſeverely reprimanding, aſked how it happened that 


he was charged with theſe things always about Midſummer, he anſwered, 'twas be- 
cauſe the King Fingers were then.up, and he loved the Roots of them : that was his 
name for the Orchis Morio. This is the Herb Theophraſtus ſpeaks of with ſuch 
wonder ; the medicine of the Indian, who could celebrate theſe indecent rites to the 
ſeventeenth time, till even blood followed: it ſeems he applied it outwardly, as well 
as took it inwardly. If his account were to be depended on, women were rendered per- 
fectly outrageous by it: but thoſe knowing ladies of Theſſaly would have laughed at 
the European doctrine of the prepared Salep having this effect: they knew the freſh 
Root only had the power.

The twiſted Stalk of the ninth Species, having the 
ſuppoſed reſemblance of a Serpent, has had among the old Germans, and has with 
the ignorant to this day, the credit of a miraculous Herb; and a ſecurity againſt en- 
chantments. The fables of the Moly have been obſcurely handed down ; and the odd 
form of this Plant, has cauſed the common people to attribute them to it.

Melanthium Sibiricum, 
The Petals of the Flowers have no Claws : the Leaves are narrow. 


THis is a Perennial, native of Siberia; a tall, upright, pretty looking Plant: it 
grows in their wet grounds to two feet high, and flowers in September. The Stalk is 
hard, firm, and of a cheſnut brown: the Leaves are of a very fine freſh green: the 
Flowers are pearly white.

The Stalk is of a dead duſky 
brown: the Leaves are of a blueiſh green: the Flowers are of a pearly white, very 


elegantly ſpotted with ſmall dots of blue. 


THERE is no correſpondence between theſe Plants and the antient Melanthaa : the 
Nigellas anſwer to their character of the Plants under that denomination,

Flower, is compoſcd of three parts; oblong, compreſſed, and placed 
cloſe together.

The Stalk is of a 
pale green: the Leaves are of a fine but not deep green : the Flowers are greeniſh 
white; more white as more expoſed to the Sun; but in the thade, almoſt entirely green.

Plant, of a yard high, flowering in July. The Stalk is of a duſky green : the Leaves 
are of a fine tho' pale green: the Flowers are of fo deep a purple that at a diſtance they 
look black.
